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(1) Under the British Nationality Status of 
Aliens Act 1914, children of the first generation 
born abroad are British subjects, whether their 
births are registered or not. No doubt most of 
these children are of the first generation born 
abroad, but if their births are not registered, they 
may have some difficulty later on,in proving their 


nationality, ad it is clearly desirable that if 
possible some arrangement should be made for 
registration. 


The most appropriage Way would appear to 
be to amend the Gibraltar See so that the 


local Registrar could register their births there. 
This could only be done by amending the Gibraltar 
Births and Deaths Registration Ordinance (see 

hs ), and would{have to take the form of 
empowering the Registrar to register such births, 
provided the child was not more thang say} seven 
years of age and that the ar ePEei cent for such 
registration furnished a y declaration 
certifying the facts of birth It would be 
necessary, we/’think, tor such declarations to be 
submitted to the Governor before registration was 
effected. 


(2) There may, however, have been one or two 
children of the second or subsequent generation
